The    first    definite    action    of    tlie    Colle£;-e    after    the    declaration    of    war. 

was  the  organization  of    Red  Cross  conrses  in   Hyti"iene  and   h'irst   Aid.   for 

the  girls,  and   for  the  hoys,  the  estahlishnient  of  military  drill.      Aliont  two 

hundred  and  fifty  di]doinas  were  granted  in  the  Red  Cross  courses.     We  are 

indebted  for  the  success  of  this  undertaking  to  the  nian\-  doctors  and  trained 

nurses  of  Topeka  who  gave  their  time  and  ser\-ice.s  to  conduct  the  lecture  work 

and  demonstration. 

In  the  I'^all  of  1917,  Washburn  conducted  succcssftdlv  her  ])art  of  the  Xa- 

tional  campaign  for  a  Student   briend^hip  War  bund  of  one  million  dollars. 

Washburn's  pledge  was  two  thousand   dollars,   and   her  actual   contribution. 

about  twii  thousand,  i'wf  hundred  dollars.     This  cam]>aign  was  conducted  bv 

a  student  committee  and  the  major  part  of  the  fund   was  pledged  in   forty- 

eight  hours  after  the  campaign  was  started. 

In  the  Red  Cross  b)rive  of  Decenilier,   1917,  a  student  committee  canvassed 

the  C'ollege  and  obtained  about  two  hundred  si.\ty-fi\e  new  memliersbips  in 

the  Red  Cross.     Many  of  the  students,  of  course,  had  liecome  members  pre\-- 

iously. 

Other  things  ha\-e  been  done  for  the  Washburn  men  who  are  in  the  service. 

Washburn  College  students  ha\e  been  dixided  into  comnu'ttees  of  twi>  or  three. 

each  of  which  has  a  W.ashbnrn  soldier  as  a  "ward."     'i'bese  comnnltees  keep 

their  wards  in  touch  with  the  life  of  the  school.      .\t   Thanksgi\  ing.  and  at 

I'hristmas,  the  school  sent  a  gift  to  the  W;ishbm'n   Ambulance  Companw  at 

Cam])  I'ike.     'I'he  Christmas  gift  was  an  lulison. 

The  Service  Record  of  Washburn  College  is  not  yet  cimiplete.     It  will  not 

be  com]>lete  until  peace  has  come,  .and  we  nw  "nuistered  out"  from  war  ser- 

\-ice,  to  takt'  up  again   with   more  intense  de\oiiou   the  constructi\e  work  of 

])eace.     The  "Washburn  si)irit,"  the  s])irit  of  sacrificial  service,  will  glow   with 

a  brighler  llame,  because  we  x'oluntarily  enlisted  "for  the  period  of  the  war."

^^1       Law  Sch.H.l  has  stood  f,,r  the  highest  standard  of  work  and  .mly 

one  of  its  members  has  e\er  failed  at  the  bar  examination.     This  ex- 

cellent reciird  is  due,  no  don1)t  to  the  s])lendid  faculty,  which  includes  the  most 

jironnncnt  men  of  this  ])rofession  in  the  city. 

The  school  is  located  down  t.iwn,  winch  jiosition  gives  it  the  added  advan- 

tage of  close  proxinnt\-  to  the  professional  libraries  of  the  city. 

Dean  Albert  j.   Harno  who  has  but  recently  taken  the  position  of  Dean  of 

the  Law  School,  is  a  graduate  .if  the  Dakota  Wesle^an  Lniversity  and  of  the 

Yale  University  Law  School,  where  he  stood  first  in  his  class  for  three  years 

and  graduateil  with  highest  honors,     lie  gave  up  iiis  law  practice  in  Los  .\n- 

geles,  California,  to  take  the  place  on  the  Washburn  Law   faculty  last    fall. 

Washburn  considers  herself  unusually  fortunate  in  securing  Dean  Harno. 

Although  somewhat  depleted  by  the  demands  of  war,  the  Law  School  has 

five  graduates  this  year,  and  a  Freshman  class  of  fourteen  members. 
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Grand  Revue. 

History. 

ASHBL'RX  College  has  a  history  which  reflects  the  splendid  pioneer 
spirit  of  (lur  Kansas  fathers,  flavored  with  that  romance  which  we 
constantly  associate  with  early  history.  Negotiations  for  establish- 
ing a  college  had  been  under  way  as  early  as  1857,  but  the  actual 
hnmding  of  the  College  by  the  General  Association  of  Congregational  Min- 
isters and  Churches  of  Kansas  did  not  occur  until  1863.  Topeka  was  ciiosen 
as  a  site  for  the  future  Washburn  College,  after  consideration  of  the  feasibility 
of  Leavenworth,  Lawrence  and  Topeka.  Lawrence  was  at  one  time  definitely 
chosen  and  the  College  would  probably  be  located  on  the  present  L'niversity 
site  had  not  a  famine  }ear  pre\'ented  the  people  of  Lawrence  from  redeeming 
their  pledges. 

Two  men  who  worked  unceasingly  during  these  discouraging  times  were 
Air.  Rice  and  Colonel  Ritchie..  The  latter  mortgaged  his  land  in  order  that 
Mr.  Rice  might  go  east  to  raise  money  for  the  enterjirise.  Mr.  Rice  who  had 
come  to  Kansas  as  a  member  of  the  Beecher  BiWe  Rifle  Company,  first  went 
to  llrnoklvn  to  see  Henr_\'  Ward  lieecher.  Mnding  that  Mr.  Beecher  was 
away  fmm  home,  Mr.  Rice  went  to  Hartford,  eunn..  his  former  home.  There 
Hooker,  Henry  Ward  Beecher's  sister,  and  her  sister  Harriet  Beecher  Stowe 
and  Miss  Catherine  E.  Beecher  l)ecame  interested  and  soon  Mr.  Hooker  and 
his  partner,  the  Honorable  Francis  Gillet,  I'nited  States  senator  from  Con- 
necticut, ciiiitril)Uteil  mie  thousand  dullars.  With  this  and  another  thousand 
already  obtained,  .\lr.  Rice  returned  tn  T..peka.  Since  the  Topeka  banks  did 
not  have  enough  money  tf)  cash  the  draft  for  two  thousand  dollars,  Mr.  Rice 
went  to  Leavenworth  to  ha\'e  this  done.  Half  of  the  money  was  then  paid  for 
the  present  site  of  160  acres.  On  I'ebrnary  6,  1865,  a  charter  was  granted  to 
the  trustees  of  Linculn  College,  as  it  was  then  called.  This  charter  declared 
the  purpose  of  the  College  to  be  "the  diffusion  of  knowledge,  and  the  advance- 
ment of  virtue  and  religion  and  the  incor])oration  of  an  institution  of  learn- 
ing, of  high  literary  and  religious  character  ....  which  shall  commemorate 
the  triumph  of  liberty  over  sla\'ery  in  our  nation  ....  and  afford  to  all 
classes,  withnut  distinction  nf  cnlor.  the  .'uKantage  of  a  liberal  education." 

The  corner  of  10th  and  Jackson  Ntreel^  where  the  State  .Memorial  building 
now  stands,  was  the  site  on  which  the  first  building  was  built,  .\lthough  seven 
thousand  dollars  had  been  raised,  no  contractor  could  l)e  found  who  had  faith 
enough  in  the  enter])rise  to  accejit  the  job.  On  account  of  this,  Mr.  Rice  asked 
for,  and  received  the  c  mtract.  Cnited  States  soldiers  from  Maine  and  Mas- 
sachusetts, stationed  in  Tojjeka,  dug  the  trenches.      Native  timber  was  used. 


College  opened  in  this  luiilding  January  3,  \^C)C),  with  a  staff  of  three  teachers 
and  thirty-eight  students. 

The  success  of  the  institutinn  was  assured  in  iSoS  hy  a  gift  of  twenty-five 
thousand  dollars  from  Ichabod  Washburn  of  Worcester,  Mass.  In  recogni- 
tion of  this  the  name  was  changed  from  Lincoln  to  Washhurn  College. 

Re\-erend  Bntterfield,  the  first  president,  was  elected  in  1869,  Re\'eren(l 
Peter  MacVicar  succeeded  him  two  years  later.  L'nusual  ]>rogress  marked 
President  MacVicar's  administration.  The  down  town  huilding  was  sold  to 
the  city,  and  Rice  Hall  erected  on  the  jiermanent  site.  The  northeast  corner 
of  the  land  was  chosen  for  the  campus,  and  an  osage  hedge,  surrounded  liy  a 
board  fence,  enclosed  the  land.  Many  trees  were  planted.  Before  the  com- 
pletion of  rooms  in  Rice  Hall,  classes  had  met  in  \-arious  places,  even  a  grocery 
store  serving  in  the  capacity  of  class  room  at  one  time.  After  Rice  Hall  was 
completed  the  women  from  out  of  town  li\ed  in  the  basement,  the  men  on  the 
second  floor,  with  the  faculty  on  the  interxening  floor.  Chapel  was  held  in  the 
w  est  end  of  Rice  Hall. 

-Mthough  the  times  were  not  \-ery  prosperous,  the  College  bad  in  1877,  vest- 
ed funds  amounting  to  forty-fi\e  thousand  dollars.  Hartford  cottage  was 
built  in  1S79.  This  building  was  placed  west  of  the  campus  enclosed  by  the 
hedge  and  board  fence.  The  first  meal  at  Hartford  was  an  event,  .\ccording 
to  one  descri]>tion  "a  plentiful  sup])ly  of  crackers,  milk  and  syru]5  was  spread 
on  the  kitchen  table,  guiltless  of  a  table  cloth  and  otherwise  primiti\-e  in  its 
app(.iintments — and  eight  girls,  sitting  on  imerted  crocks,  made  a  hearty 
meal." 

\\'hitin  Cottage,  for  men.  was  built  in  18S3  and  three  years  later.  Hol- 
brook  Hall,  built  to  accommodate  one  hundred  girls,  was  completed.  The 
Bosweil  Memorial  building  was  built  and  used  as  a  library  for  nineteen  years. 
In  1890  the  chai)el  was  finished.  In  1880  the  trustees  purchased  135  acres 
north  of  the  College  site  and  converted  the  land  into  building  lots  to  sell.  In 
less  than  two  years  two  hundred  houses  were  built.  Student  actnities  were 
growing  witli  the  College.  Literary  societies,  Christian  associations,  and  a 
glee  club  had  been  organized,  a  college  magazine  published,  and  f  mtball  and 
liaseball  started.  In  the  early  nineties,  Washburn  shone  in  oratory,  hrom 
1889-1892.  Washburn  representatives  won  first  place  in  the  State  Oratorical 
contest  and  in  1890  Mr.  Naylor  took  first  place  in  the  interstate  contest. 

The  e(|uipnient  of  each  de])artnient  has  been  enlarged  greatly  during  these 
years.  The  library  now  contains  from  twent\-  to  twenty-five  thousand  vol- 
umes. Several  very  rare  copies  are  included  in  this  number.  One  of  these  is 
a  copy  of  Roger  Ascham's  "The  Schoolmaster"  jirnited  in  1571.  Among  the 
oldest  volumes  is  one  published  in  134,^  .\nother  valued  possession  is  the 
original  cojiy  of  the  Treaty  of  Friendship.  I'onimerce  and  Navigation,  made 
between  the  Cnited  States  and  Uraguay  during  President  Pierce's  administra- 


tion.     This  is  accompanied  by  tlie  United  States  seal.     The  hlirary  for  soci- 
ology and  Bible  is  especially  well  selected  and  comprehensive.

Classes  are  disniissed  on  this  day  at  leu  o'clock  an<l  the  remain. ler  of  the  morn- 
ing is  occui)ied  by  a  celeiiralioii  in  the  clia]>el.  This  year  a  patriotic  ser\ice 
was  given.  Dr.  (:iiarles  M.  Sheldon  told  of  his  veei'iit  trip  to  b'.ngland  :iiid  a 
flag  service  tor  the  enlisted  men  was  held.      The  aitenioon  of  each  Washbtirii 


day  is  given  c^ver  to  the  Hiillarnok  rece]iti<iii,  and  tlie  nig-lit  to  a  dinner  for  all 
Washburn  people.  Toasts  after  the  dinner  this  year  were  gi\en  on  Washburn 
traditions — 

CLASS    SCRAPS. 

The  class  scrap,  in  its  numerous  forms,  seems  lo  be  (.me  of  the  earliest  cus- 
toms. Many  tales  have  been  told  of  the  cane  rush,  of  sophomores  madly  trying 
to  capture  canes  from  the  obstreperous  freshmen  and  many  are  the  girls  who 
have  roamed  the  campus  during  these  night  raids,  hoping  to  release  some  un- 
fortunate admirer.  Now.  in  the  more  gentle  push-ball  contest,  the  freshmen 
and  sophomores  are  gi\en  a  chance  to  pro\e  their  supremacy  in  a  less  danger- 
i>us  way.  Another  form  of  conflict  indulged  in,  in  the  days  gone  by.  is  the 
May  Pole  scrap.  This  was  a  contest  in  which  the  freshmen  and  sophomores 
vied  with  each  other  in  placing  their  colors  on  a  May  pole  planted  on  the 
campus. 

THE   OLD   BELL. 

To  Washburn  students  and  graduates,  who  know  the  history  of  the  Old 
Bell,  now  mounted  in  state  between  Rice  Hall  and  the  Library,  the  bell  is  not 
mere])-  a  bell,  but  is  almost  human,  and  can  be  heard  faintly  whispering  of 
athletic  victories,  of  holloween  pranks,  of  the  ghostly  ap])aritions  in  the 
glcjomv  subterr.anean  passages  of  Rice  Hall,  'idien,  one  can  hear  it  murmur- 
ing sadly  t>f  the  fierce  fire  which  loosened  it  from  its  mooring  in  the  tower  of 
Rice  Hall,  and  caused  its  final  fall.  But.  more  cheerfully,  it  hurries  to  add  the 
storv  of  the  rescue,  the  long  sleep  in  the  cave,  when  classes  battled  for  the 
honor  of  placing  it  in  a  suitable  resting  place,  and  then  of  the  final  glory  of  its 
])resent  position.  Xo — the  liell  is  something  more  to  those  who  know  its  his- 
tory— it  is  a  monument  of  treasured  days  of  old. 
THE  DEAD  LINE. 

In  the  old  davs,  when  Hartford  Cottage  was  cut  off  from  the  main  campus 
by  a  high  board  fence,  and  wdien  it  was  considered  quite  an  offense  for  a 
gentleman  to  walk  across  the  campus  with  a  young  lady,  it  was  rather  difficult 
for  gallant  swains  to  see  the  fair  damsels  as  often  as  desired.  There  were  no 
strolls  thru  lovers"  lane,  and  few  hikes  to  the  ])opular  Shnnganunga  or  Mound, 
in  those  days,  but  often,  some  brave  young  man  would  take  courage  to  cross 
the  "dead  line"  as  the  separation  was  called.  It  is  rumored  that  our  dignified 
(shall  we  say  winsome)  Dean  ^dcEacbron  used  to  meet  the  present  Mrs.  Mc- 
Eachron  by  rather  unconventional,  not  to  sa)-  dangerous  means. 
THE  COLLEGE  MULES 

No  anthology  of  Washburn  traditions  would  be  complete  without  mention 
of  the  College  mules.  'Hie  two  mules.  Kit  and  Jenny,  short  for  Katlieriiie  (or 
Catherine)  and  Genevieve,  now  deceased,  were  primarily  supposed  to  be  used 
for  college  work.  However,  they  were  often  commandeered  to  take  the  stu- 
dents and  e\-en  the  faculty  on  hay-rack  or  bob-sled  rides.     But  these  mules 
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were  more  \-ersatile  than  nidst  mules,  as  one  would  expect  college  mules  to  be. 
Tiiey  used  to  appear  (|uite  frec|uently  with  class  numerals  painted  on  them. 
Kit,  the  white  one,  looked  especially  charmino-  when  thus  adorned.  But  it 
was  decreed  that  these  mules  were  ti>  he  sold  after  years  of  faithful  work.  Some 
tender  hearted  students  could  not  hear  the  thoui^ht  of  this  cruel  fate,  and 
spirited  the  mules  out  into  the  country.  The  animals  were  left  in  good  care, 
but,  since  the  ki])nappers  neglected  to  ])a\-  for  the  ui)kee]),  the  mules  were  soon 
returned  to  the  proper  authorities. 

THE  MAY  FETE 
.Several  days,  besides  Washburn  Day,  ha\e  been  set  apart  for  special  cele- 
])ration.  One  of  these  is  the  da}-  on  which  the  May  I'\'te  is  held.  This  is  a 
Ijeautiful  outdoor  fete  in  which  all  the  organizations  of  the  College  have  a 
part.  The  crowning  of  the  Queen  of  May  plays  an  important  part  of  this  cele- 
bration. It  is  given  under  the  auspices  of  the  Y.  \\'.  t'.  A.  and  the  proceeds 
are  used  for  some  praise-worthy  enterprise,  such  as  sending  delegates  to  the 
summer  ^'.  \\  .  C.  .\.  conference,  or,  as  this  spring,  the  bringing  of  a  French 
girl  to  Washburn  for  the  purpose  i.if  gi\-ing  her  an  education  in  an  American 
college. 

HOBO  DAY 
.Another  annual  fete  day  is  Hobo  1  )a\ .  (  )n  this  day  it  is  a  crime  to  appear 
in  any  costume  other  than  that  of  a  Imlio.  This  year  even  the  faculty  caught 
the  fe\-er  and  ap])eared  in  most  "hoboish  "  costumes.  The  celebration  occurs 
the  da\-  before  a  big  footliall  game,  ami  the  big  e\-ents  are  the  "pep"  meeting 
an<l  wh..lescho.,l  picnic.

Commencement  week  contains  many  e\ents  which  make  home  coming  inter- 
esting for  the  .\lumni,  and  which  make  the  students  feel,  more  than  ever,  the 
spirit  of  Washburn.

teams. 

This  year  these  societies,  like  all  other  organizations,  have  rendered  further 
service  by  contributing  to  the  Red  Cross  fimd,  and  sending  magazines  to  mili- 
tary camps.

Its  distinctive  purpose  is  to  secure  students  who  will  actual- 
1\  go  out  from  the  L'nited  States  and  Canada  and  spend  their  lives  in  non- 
chnstian  lands  in  the  work  of  estahlishing  Christ's  Kingdom.  The  moxenient 
also  has  a  strong  reflex  influence  in  stimulating  the  Christian  life  <if  our  col- 
leges and  unversiiies  and  in  leading  large  numhers  to  devote  their  live.s  to 
Christian  ser\ice  at  home  as  well  as  ahroad.

This  year,  however,  that  interest  has  heen  in- 
creased hecause  of  the  excellent  (|uality  of  the  plays  presented  and 
the  development  of  the  department  of  expression. 

The  Dramatic  Clnh  is  the  official  organization  for  this  department.  The 
clnh  has  a  memhershi])  of  twenty-finir  and  is  a  memher  of  the  I  )rania  League 
of  America.  This  aifiliation  assures  the  presentation  of  productions  of  the 
highest  class. 

The  club  generally  presents  three  plays  during  the  year.  A  spring  and  fall 
plav  are  given  at  the  Grand  0]iera  House.  These  plays  are  always  presented 
with  excellent  scenery,  usually  ])re])ared  liy  the  Art  Department  and  are  care- 
fully coached.     They  are  usually  popular,  modern  plays  by  modern  authors. 

It  has  long  been  the  custom  of  the  organization  to  present  a  ])lay  out  of 
doors  in  the  spring.  This  play  is  usually  a  Shakespearan  play  and  is  given 
in  the  natural  amiihitheater  back  of  Boswell  Hall.  An  effort  is  made  to  have 
this  i)lav  gi\en  during  the  I'ommeucement  week  festivities  and  constitutes 
one  uf  the  chief  attractions. 

The  proceeds  from  the  plays  are  used  for  some  improvement  about  the 
campus  or  by  the  club  for  that  dejiartment.

FIRST  AID  TO  GERMANS. 

(Jno  lit"  t!u'  must  pciular  courses  in  college  since  the  war  began,  has  been  a  lec- 
ture course  on  First  Aid  for  Germans.  This  course  offers  many  valuable  sugges- 
tions, and  should  be  thoroly  mastered  by  all  patriots.  Its  persistent  use  wouiil  be 
a  great  aid  toward  winning  the  war.  Some  of  the  most  efficacious  treatments  are 
repeated  below: 

1.  Treatment  for  a  man  apparently  drowned: 

First  drown  the  patient;  then  work  his  arms  up  and  down  to  expel  his  chest. 
Second  wash  out  the  mouth,  being  careful  to  draw  it  forward  to  avoid  choking. 
Third  draw  out  the  tongue  by  pressing  firmly  on  stomach,  turned  face  down. 
Fourth,  clamp  nostrils  firmly  together  with  clothes  pin  to  prevent  possible  en- 
trance of  dirt,  which  might  obstruct  breathing.
